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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-7 are pending in the instant application. 

Priority

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. After a thorough search, the instant claimed methods appear to be allowable over the 
prior art. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. Claims 1-7 are in condition for allowance. The following is an examiner’s statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

This invention relates to a novel method of forming a clean solution of 8-aryl quinoline 
compounds. The allowable methods are limited to methods of removing the aldehydes of 
formulae (II) and (Ila) from solutions of compounds of formulae (I) and (la), respectively. 

Certain 8-aryl quinoline compounds and their methods of synthesis are known in the art, 
however the aspect of preparing the instant claimed 8-aryl quinoline derivatives, by reacting with 
a hydrazine-based resin, is novel and unobvious. After a thorough search, the closest of prior art, 
WO doeument 2003/002118 to Dube, Daniel et al. was found to teach similar 8-aryl quinolines 
and their methods of preparation. However the WO document fails to teach or render obvious 
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the instant elaimed methods of reacting resins with compounds of formulae (1) or (la) to 
substantially remove the aldehyde impurities from the solution.
